- BEFORE DISHONOR 
~ CIRLENDS HER LIFE 


Maud VanDeusen Leaps From 
20th Story in Chicage, 


FEARED «WHITE SLAVERS® 


Across the Bosom of Mangled Body 
Was Found Strip Bearing Words 
‘Death Before Dishonor.”’ 


“hicago, November 25.—Possessed 
with the idea that she was pursued 
for dishonorable purposes, Miss Maud 
VanDeusen, 25 years old, leaped from 
the twentieth story of the McCormick 
building and was crushed to death on 
the stone paving of an alley at the 
street level. She jumped from a fire 
escape nearly 250 feet above the 
ground. Her body struck another fire 
escape at the first floor and bounded 
into the’ alleyway. Nearly all her 
bones 2re brokne. 

Miss VanD«‘isen, according to pa- 
pers found on her  =~person, was 
a school teacher in Humboldt, 
Neb. It appeareg that she had been 
seeking a position here and had been 
obsessed with the idea that she had 
Leen in danger from white slavers. 
She wrote that she had been driven to 
appeal for protection “rom Chief of 
Police McWeeney, to the federal de- 
partment of justice and to social set- 
tlement workers. 

Death Before Dishonor. 

She had prepareg for her death by 
pinning across her bosom a strip of 
white Iinen which had been stained 
crimson at either end and on which 
she had printed in large letters, “Death 
before dishonor.” She haa tied around 
her neck a copy of the New Testament 
in which she had marke4 passages in 
John. She held her handbag in her 
hand as she jumped and it was picked 
up near her body. In it was another 
rnarked Bible and a typewritten state- 
ment of several words entitled “Part 
of My Life's History.” 

“IT' will die clean, {f I have to kill 


myself,” was written at the head-or 


ohe of the sheets. 

A strip of bacon, a small paper of 
pepper, an ounce of tea and $3.19 in 
currency also were found in the hand- 
beg. The police aasert that Miss Van- 
Deusen evidently was deranged when 
ste leaped from the building. 

Without Employment. 

The landlady of the house in which 
Miss VanDeusen had been rooming 
vaidthat the young woman had been 
without employment for some time. 

“I am trying to write this without 
ihe least emotion,’ the typewritten 
statement began, “though the follow- 
ing statements may seem dramatic, 
your reason will assure you that they 
contain only common sense. 

“I have very little money, and am 
not allowed to hold a position. I will 
accept no money but that | earn. 

“If I do not get help it will be a 
certainty that I cannot escape falling 
into the hands of the spiritualist white 
slave trade, and that will force me to 
self-destruction.” 

The police do not urderstand what 
Miss VanDeusen meant by “spiritual- 
ist white slave trade.’ 

Letter te Jane Addams. 

A copy of a letter in her handbag 
addressed to Miss Jane Addams, of Hull 
fiouse, read: 

“IT wonder if this note will ever 
reach you. Good people nowadays are 
protected by secretaries so that it is 
hard to get to them. I shall love you 
if you are good, really or intend to be 
as you determine.” 

A letter apparently written 
Addams in reply stated that she was 
too busy to see Miss VanDeusen at 
that time, but would make a later ap- 
pointment with her. 

One passage marked in the testa- 
ment referred to was from the four- 
teenth chapter of Joan. “Let. not your 
heart be troubled. Ye believe in God. 
Believe aiso in me. In my Father's 
house are many mansions, I[f it were 
not so I would have told you. I go to 
prepare a place for you.” 

Miss VanDeusen, it !s said, was the 
only daughter of Dr. Lydia VanDeusen, 
of Falls City, Neb. She is sald to have 
told friends that she worried a great 
deal over a Hindu cult. 

The young woman is said to have 
been harassed by a hallucination that 
she Was pursued by the representatives 
this cult. 

Miss VanDeusen came to Chicago 
from Cincinnati July 26, 1910. While 
im the Ohio city she worked as a ste- 
nographer, and lived at the Young 
Women’s Christian home.

| Atianta’s taxable values from real 
| estate and personal property show an 
increase this year over last year of 
$19,263,763 the tncrease ever 
made in any one veer. The total] tax- 
able values this yvear are $154,365,264, 
as against $135.191,491 last year. 

This means that Atlanta’s increased 
in one year from taxable 
alone is $240,797.03. To this 
must be added the f!ncrease from 
licenses, water rents, police court 
fines and other sources of revenue. 

The city’s total revenue this year 
from taxable property is $2,053,939.33. 

Most Remarkable Showing. 

These figures, published for the 
‘first time, make a most remarkable 
| showing and have been watched for 
‘by officials and citizens’ generally for 
moré than a month. The big in- 
crease is not due to any discrimina- 
tion against any class of property, but 
to an equalization of tax assessments 
| all over the city. For the excellent 
showing much credit is due the tax 
assessors, the tax officlais and the 
members of the councll tax commit- 
| tee. 

In tabulating the returns the tax 
office officials have snown not only 
the increase for one year, but for 
three and tens«years. In 1902, ten 
years ago, the total taxable values 
were $57,369,612, and the values for 
this year are nearly three times as 
great. In 1909, three years ago, the 
values were $104,809,813, or $49,555,441 
less than this year. 

Taxable Values on Real] Estate. 

The figures for this year show that 
on real estate the amount returned 
was .$102,054,730 and the amount de- 
faulted $2,095,635. The corporation 
returns from the comptroller general 
are $3,473,471, making a total on real 
estate of $107,623,866.

Powers Valk Pacifically, But 
Hold Armies Ready 


TURKEY PLAYS FOR DELA 


Blocking Peace Negotiations in Hope 
of Embroiling Europe---Cholera 
Pressing North. 


London, November 25.—The extreme 
anxiety manifested by all the Euro- 
pean governments to deny reports of 
warlike preparations and to represent 
the political situation as peaceful and 
satisfactory in itself indicates on how 
Slender a thread the issues of peace 
and war in Europe now hang. 

The danger arises not alone from. 
the conflicting tnterests of Austria. 
Servia and other powers, but from the 
possibility that Turkey, following the 
traditional policy of profiting by the 
embroilment of the great powers, may 
adopt an irreconcilable attitude tn the 
peace negotiations. 

Beyond the fact that the plenipoten- 
tiaries’ met today, nothing is known 
vet—not even whether an armistice 
has been arranged. There appears to 
be a suspension of operations at the 
Tchatalja lines, apparently . by tacit 
consent rather than by former agree- 
ment.

It has succeed- 
ed several times in winning back lost 
ground, especially on the right flank 
of the Maritza river, where the sev- 
enth division under the Bulgarian 
General Khirkoff has retired four 
miles, and on the left bank,- where 2 
Servian division has sustained heavy

‘Plan, through which the city is to deed 


to an exposition company the old 
Waterworks park of 390 acres, is op- 
posed by James G. Woodward, Atlan- 


y ta’s next mayor. 
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The proposed transfer of the prop- 
erty is to be submitted to the people 
at the election, December 4, under a 
recent act of the legislature. 

The mayor-elect says the proposi- 
tion looks like a land scheme, and be- 
lieves that the development of the 
property by the city for an annual fair 
would be the best thing. The plan to 
deed Lakewood to an exposition com- 
pany was launched by Councilman AIl- 
dine Chambers./ The idea is that the 
company is to issue $500,000 worth of 
bonds against the property. This 
money, wi additional money which 
it is hopéd to obtain from the city, 
the courfity and the federal govern- 
ment, Will be spent in developments. 
The aim of Councilman Chambers was 
to yaise $1,000,000 for roadways and 
buyidings, the county to give its equiv- 
ayent in roadwork. 

“I don't think it is the right thing 
for the city to give up the title to 
the property,’ Mayor-elect Woodward 
said Monday. “Get the money for the 
fair from some other source.” 

The Lakewood development project 
brought about a spirited contest dur- 
ing the 1912 session of the general as- 
sembly. The legislature decided to 
put the matter up to the people to be 
voted on at the general election in De- 
cember. The people, therefore, are to 
decide if council is to have the right 
to.deed the property to an exposition 
company. 

No sompany

Atlantans are interested in the project.

Remarks About Young Lady 
Said to Be Cause, 


'L. R. Jarmon,Who Did Shooting, Freed 


| "by Justice of Peace---Reward Is 
Offered for Capture. 


Acworth, Ga. November 25.—(Spe- 
cial.)—In an altercation of several 
months’ standing, LL. R. Jarmon, aged 
40, shot and instantly killed E. A. Elli- 
son, aged 30, this morning at 9 o’clock, 
at Cross Roads, in Paulding county, 
near Acworth. . 

It is stated that Ellison had insulted 
one of Jarmon’s daughters some time 
ago, and the matter had been carried 
to court, and this was the primary 
cause of the trouble. 

The only eyewitness to the tragedy 
was Dolf Blackman, who states that 


when Jarmon approached with his hand 
in his inside coat pocket. After ap- 
proaching within three feet of Ellison 
he opened fire, shooting Ellison five 
times, several times in t@e head. He 
gave up to Justice of the Peace Jim 
Foster, who deputized a neighbor, R. A. 
Abney, to whom he turned over the 
prisoner. It is stated that Abney al- 
lowed the prisoner to return home and 
to talk freely with friends, and that 
while allowed his freedom he made his 
escape. He has not been recaptured. 

Jarmon is a man with a family. El- 
lison leaves a wife and two small 
children. 

Friends of Ellison are offering a re- 
ward for the capture of Jarmon.

Persons Buying Insurance and! 
Accepting Agent’s Fees 
Liable to Resate Law. 


Foreign insurance’ companies are 2t- 
tempting to evade the Stringent gen- 
eral insurance law of Georzia by do- 
ing a mail-order business, thus plac- 
ing the res} nsibilitvy upon the shoul- 
deror those with who mthey deal in 
this state, while the companies them- 
selves are out of the laws reach, ac- 
cording to information in the hands 
of the insurance commission at the 
capitol. 

The case of the Postal Life Insu- 
Fance company, of New York, is point- 
ed out in particular. This company is 
alleged to be soliciting business in

McNamara was to return to Los 
Angeles “and wipe that city off the 
map” by a series of explosions, and 
how they were prevented from cafry- 
ing out these plots by their arrest in 
April, 1911. He also had related that 
after his and James B.’s arrest in De- 
troit, and on the train to Chicago, 
James B. offered Guy Biddinger, a de- 
tective, $30,000 to allow them to es- 
cape, telling Biddinger, “if you don't

The announcement that J. Carrofl 
Payne is planning for a handsome new 
home on a lot which he owns in Druid 
Hills is of considerable more signifi- 
cance than is apparent on the svrface.

MAKES SENATE } Mt 


On Party Division the Vice President 
Will Cast the Deciding 
Vote. 


Washington, November 25.—Funeral 
services for Senator Isador Rayner, of 
Maryland, who died here’early today 
of neuritis, after a protracted illness, 
will be held Wednesday afternoon at 
2 o’clock at the. Rayner home in this 
city. The services will be conducted by 
the Rev. U. G. B. Pterce, chaplain of 
the senate and President Taft’s pastcr, 
assisted by the Rev. Charles. Wood, of 
the Church of the Covenant, in Wash- 
ington. The interment wil] be in Rock 
Creek cemetery in this city. 

Official Washington will be largely 
represented at the funeral. President 
Taft and members of his cabinet have 
signified their intention of attending, 
and committees from both houses of 
congress, as well as many Marylanders 
prominent in official and civic life, will 
be present. 


SENATOR ISADOR RAYNER. 


Senator Rayner was one of the 
striking figures of the senate. He 
had been a member of that body for 
almost eight years and was one of 
its strongest debaters and a recog- 
nized authority on constitutional law. 

Before he entered the senate he had 
attained a national reputation becaus4 
of his vigorous conduct of the late 
Admiral Schley’s case before the naval 
court of inquiry that investigated the 
action of American officers in the 
battle with Admiral Cervera’s Spanish 
fleet. 

Mr. Rayner was a native of Balti- 
more and was 62 years old. He was 
elected to the Uniteg States senate in 
1904, after having’ served a four-year 
term as attorney general of Maryland. 

His death creates a vacancy in the 
senate that probably will be filled by 
a republican, through appointment by 
Governor Goldsborough, of Maryland. 

Whilg the legislature of that state 
is dem®Bcratic, it does not meet this 
winter and the republican governor’s 
appointment will hold through the 
opening sessions of the next congress. 

The control of the United States 
senate after March 4 may hinge on 
the death of Senator Rayner. The re- 
publican, whom it is expected Gov- 
ernor Goldsborough will appoint in his 
place, will hold office at least until 
the Maryland legislature meets in 
January, 194. 

Senator Rayner’s death removes one 
of the democrats on whom the control 
of the senate depended in the new 
congress. With his vote the demo- 
cratic leaders counted #@n mustering 
49, one or more than a majority of a 
total membership of 96. In any event, 
48 votes, with the vote of the. vice 
president in case of a tie, was looked 
upon as stfficient strength to insure 
control. 

While the democrats still have an 
apparent strength of 48, the death of 
the Maryland senator reduces the sup- 
posed majority to a point very near 
the dividing line of party control. 

Jackson May Succeed Rayner. 

Baltimore, November 25.—Although 
Gcvernor Goldsborough will not con- 
sider the matter of appointing a suc- 
cessor to the late United States Sen- 
ator Rayner until after the senator's 
ifuneral, those who are close to him Le. 
lieve that he will name for thé place 
William P. Jackson, Maryland’s merm- 
ber of the republican nativunal com- 
mittee.

Twelve Per Cent, Highest Since 
i910, Was Rate for 
Call Money. 


ber 25.—-A 12 per 
cent rate for call money, the highest 
since January 3, 1910, caused some 
unsettlement in stocks today. The ad- 
vance was ascribed to a variety of 
, Causes, including the world-wide 
' tightening of monetary conditions, 
the Balan war and the strain upon 
domestic reserves. Some local banks 
called loans, but this move was not 
general. The high rate yielded 
slightly when one of the most impor- 
tant institutions offered several mil- 
lions at 6 per cent, in keeping with 
its fixed policy, but when this supply 
was exhausted quotations again 
mounted to the hign figure. Before 
the close the rate again declined. Last 
week’s bank statement disclosed an 
excess of loans over deposits of almost 
$200,000,000 and this fact was taken 
into account in today’s flurry. 

The failure -of American bankers 
to bid for any part of the South 
African gold receivea in London to- 
day is thought to be the result of an 
understanding between local finane 
ciers: and: their European confreres. 

Londen selling in this market was 
another factor contributing to the de- 
pression of stocks. It was estimated 
that London sold 25,000 to 30,000 
shares here and that 7,000 shares 
were sold on direct canle from the 
continent, 

The award of the arbitration board 
to the eastern railway engineers was 
feflected in the stock market rall- 
road shares, being depressed in the 
early part of the day two a more mark- 
ed extent than the industrials. Later 
in the session, when the flurry in 
many rates induced some liquidation, 
the whole list sold off and prices 
fell from 1 to 3 points below Satur- 
day’s close.

But Caruso May Get Death Penalty 
Under Judge’s Charge---Case 
Given to Jury. 


‘Salem, Mass.. November 25.—The fate 

of Joseph J. Ettor, Arturo Giovannittl 
and Joseph Caruso, cnarged with re- 
sponsibility for the murder of Anna 
Lopizzo in a strike riot at Lawrence 
last winter, is reported tonight to 
have been determined by the jury 
which tried them, but the verdict will 
not be known until tomorrow. 

Less than an hour after Judge 
Joseph Quinn had left the courthouse 
at six o’clock tonight, with the an- 
noupcement that he would not receive 
a verdict until tomorrow, the jurors 
filed from their room and went to their 
hote] for supper. 

After surrer they retired to thei 
rooms, and the report spread quickly 
that a verdict had been reached. Judge 
Quinn, it was declared, had been in- 
formed of the report, but did not alter 
his decision not to accept the findings 
of the jurv tonight. When the jury 
left the courthouse it had been delib- 
erating tive ‘hours. 

Officers of the court, 
terested in the case 
friends of the accused, remained about 
the courthc se wnti!l a’ late hour, but 
their hopes for a reception of a ver- 
dict were unrewarded. Scores of ru- 
mors as to the nature of the finding 
were circulated. These cmbraced every 
possible form. 

No Death Penalty for Ettor. 

The case was given to the jury after 
Judge Quinn had delivered a lengthy 
charge, in which he gave the instruc- 
tion that neither Ettor nor Viovannitti 
could be found guiity of murder in the 
first degree. 

“The evidence relating to these two 
defendants.” said the court, “does not 
warrant conviction for murder in the 
fire degree, because it is not contended 
that either of them premeditated the 
death of anyone.’ 

For Caruso, however, the instruc- 
tions did not preclude the electric 
chair. Should the jury find him guilty 
of participation in the fatal riot, the 
eourt charged, it might find him guilty 
of murder in the first or second de- 
gree. A hopeful instruction for this 
prisoner, however, was that the jury, 
in order to adjudge him guilty of first 
degrée murder, must be satisfied that 
he or his confederates acting with 
him, premeditated taking a human 
life. 

The instructions also eliminated the 
possibility of a verdict for manslaugh- 
ter against any of the defendants. The 
very nature of the indictments pre- 
cluded such a verdict, the court as- 
verted. Ettor and Giovannitti must be 
found guilty of murder in the second 
degree or acquitted. | : 

Hundreds of Sympathizers. 

Hundreds of friends and sympathiz- 
ers of the defendants were in Salem 
today, walking the streets near the 
courthouse until long after Wark. One 
man, who refused to move from the 
courthouse entrance when ordered 
away by the police, was locked up on 
the charge of obstructing the sidewalk. 
His arrest did not appear to anger the 
crowd, and there Was no demonstration 
when the prisoner was taken away. 
Throughout the day and night, how- 
ever, the streets near the courthouse 
were patroied and a reserve force was 
held on duty. 

Squads of mill workers walked back 
and forth in front of the courthouge 
for hours, watching the windows of an‘ 
. upper room where the jurors were de. 
liberating. Frequently members of the 
jury could be seen near the windows. 
Shortly before 7 o’clock the jurors 
were marched under guard of six depu- 
ties to their hotel. It was said then 
that they were only going to supper, 
but the report spread later that an 
agreement had been reached. 

The prisoners were taken from the 
courthouse to the jail as soon as the 
jury retired. Giovannitti just before he 
left was handed a cablegram from his 
mother in Italy, a message of cheer 
and a mother’s blessing. When he haa 
read it he showed it to Ettor, and then 
to thelr attorneys.

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BY EXPLODING STARCH 


Twenty-Seven Injured by the Exolo- 
sion, Some of Whom 
Will Die. 


Waukegan, Ill., November 25.—An 
explosion which wrecked the dry starch 
house of the Corn Products company’s 
plant this afternoon killed 12 workmen, 
injured 27 others, several of whom will 
die, and caused about $100,000 prop- 
erty damage. Eight bodies have been 
recovered. 

Nearly ail of the workmen killed or 
injured were Polish, Lithuanian or 
Austrian, and they were on the com- 
pany’s payroll by numbers, and not 
by names. This further increased the 
difficulties met by the coroner in his 
efforts to arrive at a correct death 
list. 

The explosion 
frame-top house 


tore the two-story, 
from the five-story 
building, and scattered bits of it for 
20 yards in all directions. The body 
of one man killed was blown across 
the Chicago and Northwestern railroad 
right-of-way onto the hillside in Oak- 
wood cemetery. 

All of the injured were coated with 
Starch, which had to be washed off be- 
fore surgeons could treat their injuries. 
Private automobiles were pressed into 
service to carry the injured to the hos- 
pital. 

Martin Slater, of Peoria, Il., assist- 
ant superintendent of the plant, was 
among those killed. Slater was being 
trained to take charge of the Corn 
Products company’s new plant at 
Pekin, Ill. 

Officials of the company tonight said 
they had been unable to arrive at a 
decision as to the cause of the ex- 
plosion. Workmen at the plant thought 
it was due to overheating of the prod- 
uct in the large starch kilns. An in- 
vestigation was begun tonight. 

Volunteer nurses aided the regular 
staff at the hospital where the injured 
were cared for. Among the volunteers 
were a number vf young society wom- 
en of Waukegan.
